Note. 

In the year 1851 the Dublin, Wicklow, aud Wexford Eailway Company 
became possessed, hy lease, of the Dubhn and ^ngstown Line. In November 1871, 
Mr. Joseph Wrenfordsly, a ratepayer, served notice of objection against the valuation 
of that line as being too low, in consequence of which I applied to the Company for 
returns of their receipts and expenditure, and the value of their rolling stock, machinery, 
&c., to enable me to make a re-valuation of that property, but the Secretary informed me, 
that in consequence of no separate accounts having been kept since 1865, the returns 

could 
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coiikl not bo made out except at conaiclerable cost and time, and that they could only be 
Xircparcd at the Railway Clearing House. I therefore proceeded to make a re-valuation of 
the entire property, 97 miles in length, including the Dublin andKingstown line, from the 
Company’s printed half-yeaidyaccount8tothe30thJunel871,andsuch other materials as I 
could procure, and eventually I arrived at a valuation of 44,430 or 40,862 I, exclusive 
of buildings, for the entire railway, of which the sum of 17,032 1. 10 5 ., or 15,702 1, exclu- 
sive of stations, workshops, &c., was placed on the Dublin and Kingstown line, subject to 
jn-climinary aiipcal to the Commissioner of Valuation. Three appeals were lodged by 
ratepayers against tliis sum as being too low, and one on behalf of the Railway Company as 
being excessive. By these appeals the question was raised whether the Dublin and Kings- 
town line should be valued per or as a portion of the Dublin, WicHow, and 'Wexmrd 
Raihvay with which it had become amalgamated, and having been advised that it should 
be separately valued, I required the Company to obtain from the Clearing House the 
nccesirary returns to enable me to do so, and on obtaining them I made a farther valuation, 
the result of which w'lis, that the total valuation of the entire line was but slightly altered, 
but a large proportion, namely, 26,614 7. 10.?., including buildings, was placed upon the 
Dublin and ICingstown line. 

Against this revaluation the Company lodged two appeals, one to the chairman at 
Kilmainluuu, against the valuation of the portion of the line in the county Dublin, and 
the other to the Recorder, with reference to the portion in the City of Dublin. Both 
appeals J)cing on the grounds that the valuation was too high, and Mr-Wrenfordsly lodged 
ajqicals to the same tribunals, on the grounds that it was too low. 

Tlicscappcals were heard atcousklcrablclengthbeforethe two judges, both separately, and 
sitting together, eminent counsel appearing on both sides, and a number of skilled witnesses 
were examined, and the result was that after several days’ hearing, the valuation made by 
nic was affirmed as being correct, and made in accordance -^vitli decisions in the superior 
courts in England. 

The only receipts and expenditure given in this return are tl\e amounts produced in 
evidence before the Recorder and tlie Chairman of the County Dublin in October last. 
Tliose from 1861 to 1865 can be supidied by the Railway Company, and from 1866 to 
1871, should be obtained through the Railway Clearing House.

iV.R. — Of the valuation made of the entire line to Enniscorthy, amounting to 44,430 7., 
the sum 17,032 7. 10 s. was relatively allotted to the Kingstown Line, and of this 
latter amount, the proportion in the South Dublin Union was 8,699 7. 5 s., and in 
Ratlidown Union, 8,333 7. 5 s. 
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
